nature of this inTeniion and in what 
manner the same is to be performed, to 
be particularly desci'ibed and ascertained 
*: in. and by the following statement: — 
10 This invention reflates to golf tees in 
which the ball rests upon a resilient sup- 
port mounted on a pin adapted to ibe 
di'iyen into the ground, and the object 
of the invention is to provide improve- 
15 ments in the construction of golf tees* of 
this kind. 

Yai-ious forms of golf tees have (been 
proposed heretofore in which the ball 
rests on a rubber cup or upon the tips 
20 of resilient .prongs formed on a rubber 
cap mounted on a pin adapted to be 
driven into the ground. It has also been 
proposed to provide a galf tee made in 
the form of a bii.ish haviag tufts or 
5^5 bristles clipped to shape so that the iball 
rests upon them, such bristles being 
mounted on a support or base fixed to a 
flexible platform. 

The present invention consists in the 
SO improved constructions hereinafter 
described and shown^ in which the 
resilient support, which consists of a 
rubber or Mice cap formed with resilient 
prongs or of an annular brush support, 
35 fits over the upper end of a pin adapted 
to be driven into the ground and engages 
at its lower end against a shoulder formed 
on the pin. 
Reference will now be made to the 
40 accompanying drawings in wEich:— 

i'igure 1 is a perspective view of one 
form of constiTiction em'bodying the im- 
proved golf tee. 

Fig. 2 is a verticall section through the 
45 same and may he considered as taken on 
the line 2— 2 of Fig, 1, 
Fig. 3 is a side elevation of the golf 
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tee shown in Figs. 1 and 2, showiiag the 
golf ball in applied position, 

Fig. 4 is a perspective view of a 
modmed form of golf tee, 
- Fig. 5 is a vertical section through the 
modified form and may be considered as 
takes on the line 5—5 of Fig, 4, and 

Fig. 6 is a side elevation showing a 
golf ball in applied position upon the 
modified form of goaf tee shown in Figs. 4 
aiid 5. 

Eeferring to the accompanying draw- 
ings wherein similar reference charac- 
ters designate similar paxts throughout, 
the improved golf tee shown in Figs. 1, 3 
and S consists, of a pin 10-wMefc -has' its 
. lower ^end tapered or pointed as^ at 11 
to provide a piercing point, enabling the 
golf tee to be inserted into the ground, 
as clearly shown in Fig, 3. The up^er 
portion of the pin 10 is preferably cylin- 
drical as indicated at 12, and a shoulder 

13 is formed upon the pin 10 interme- 
diate its upper and lower ends.^ ^V^^ 
the cylindrical portion 12 there is placed 
a cap, generally designated at 14, which 
is formed of resilieni material and is pre- 
ferably made of soft rubber. The cap 

14 has a recess formed therein so as to 
receive the eyliadrical porfcion 12 of the 
pin and has a flange 15 formed thereon. 
Extending upwardly from the flange 15 
about the body of the cap 14 there are a 
plurality of fingers 16 which are tapered 
upwardly and outwardly to provide 
points 17, upon which rests the golf ball 
G* The cap 1,4 is adapted to be secured 
upon the pin as by cement or any other 
suitable material. * It is so molded that 
the fingers 16 normally extend outwardly 
so that the circular support formed by 
the points IT is greater in diameter thsoi 
the diameter of the body of the cap, and 
in this manner a good large support is 
provided for the golf hall, which will 
prevent its foiling off of the tee. 

In the modifle^uoii shown in Figs. 4^ 5 
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and 6, tEe tee consists of a pin or sup- 
porting member 20 wMoh is tapered to 
pro-vide a piercing point adapting tke 
tee to be tkruat into tlie ground. Tbe 
5 Tipper end of tKe pin 20 is reduced, pro- 
viding a tapered -.po3}tion 21 and -a 
sboxilder 22. Arranged about tlte tapered 
. . portion ^J tliere is aplnrality of brist^les 
23j and:^&^clampinj:%^ -which is. 

JiO preferably made 'tf\ rubber" or*'' otlier 
• erai'tic material, is placed about the 
lower ends of the bristles .23, so jas ,ta 
Kold tliem against tbe tapereS porfaon 21/ 
If desired, a suitable glue or cement may 
15 !be placed between tbe baild S^.'m.dii'h^ 
tapered portion 21 so as to Srmly }iold*^tbe 
lower ends of tbe bristles 23 upon the 
pin 20, Altliougb tbe portion 21 may be 
eyilindrioal^ it is preferably tapered so 
20 tbat tbe bristles 23 extend upwardly and 
outwardly, and^ in this manner their 
upper ends cooperate to- form a- large 
circular support for the golf ball, which- 
will, prevent its rolling. oS of the tee» By 
25 m^alpng the tapered porti'oi. 21 of reduiced 
diameter, the clamping 'band 24 may be 
positioned against the .ishoulder 22 and 
the e:^arior surface of , the. clamping band 
can be m^de approximately flush with the 
30 exterior surf aoe of the . tapered. piU 20, ' 
tlius providing a- tee of neat appearance, . 
•Having now particularly desoribed and 
. ascertained; the nature of my said inven- 



tion and in what manner the same is to 
be ^ performed, I declare that what I 35' 
claim is: — 4, 

1. A golf tee comprising a supporting 
pm adapted to be driven into the grouM 
jand a resilieirt- support for the bail which 
consists of a rubber or like cap formed 40 
wph resilient prongs or of an annular 
brusi^ si^pport and which fits over the 
uppe^ end of the pin and engages at its 
lower end against a shoulder .fctrmed on 
't^' S^V^^^^^g pin, substantially as 45 
descrxbed^ with reference to Figures 1-^ 
• or 4 — 6 of the accompanjriag cirawiiigs* 
,2'.. A. golf tee accordnig^fa-CIaim. .1. , . 
wherein the resilient support consists of 
a plui-ality of bristles arranged in the 60 
lorm of a cone and secured to said piii 
by means of a retaining riag located 
above "the shoVdder f brmed-' o^i said' pin. 

3. A golf tee according to Claim 1 
wherein the* i^esiaient supporc consists cf 55 
a rubber or like cap .'formed with a - 
pl-urality of resiUettt fingers which "are 
tapered^ upwardly and outwardly to pro- 
vide a stable support of.. large diameter 
substantially as described:. * : ... go
